Cold Feet

Such people; who siiffer 
from cold feet at night 
should wear woollen bed- 
socks,I-do not know-how 
to cure such persons, but - Alvares 
the socks can ward off much of their 
distress. 

During the last two_world wars, many 
soldiers who walked around all day in cold 
mud suffered much from a trouble they 
called “trench-foot.” Often the feet were 
cold, swollen and painful. In-some cases, 
the soldier developed changes in the nerves 
and arteries of his feet which caused long- 
lasting trouble in the legs. Some. suffered 
from frostbite on their feet. 


The army doctors felt that somé of the 


some ‘to the cold, 
exercise. The lack of the soldiers to get out 
of their trench or foxhole and to walk around 
and wriggle their toes cut-down on the 
amount of blood in the feet, and this was bad. 

The civilian who in peacetime suffers 
from a sort of “trench-foot" should, at night, 
before-retiring, bathe his feet in warm water 
and then massage them for a while. Then 
he should dry the feet well, especially be- 
tween the toes.

When a physician sees a man (or woman) 
with cold and frost-bitten feet, he will want 
to knew if there is any reason why not 
enough blood is getting into the foot and 
leg.

If the person who is exposed to 
cold and dampness has varicose veins, he is 
more likely to’ get into.difficulties. than isa 
man With good veins. Every night he should 
put a pillow or bolster under the lower end 
of his mattress so as to raise it.
